2. Chair Remarks 


The Dean explained that he expected to receive the 
1986-87 budget with the next couple of weeks. As a continuation 
of the discussion which took place during the Chair's meeting 
this morning, Parker characterized the state of the Faculty as 
being “in transition", it is changing from a particular way of 
looking at issues to another and this is requiring from everyone 
a great deal of understanding and patience, He wished everyone a 
good summer and hoped to see as nany faculty members as possible 
at Fine Arts Convocation scheduled on Monday, June 23rd, 


3. Question Period 


There were no questions from the floor, 


4. Curriculum Report No, 29 - Undergraduate Modifications 


As a preamble, MacKenzie explained that for the first time 
curriculum changes were being proposed and recommended to Senate 
during the Spring rather than the Fall session, This posed some 
agifficulty for members of the Faculty Curriculum Committee in 
that this required the commitment of a great deal time and effort 
during a very busy time of the academic session, She thanked 
members of the Committee for their efforts both at the Faculty 
level and Departmental level. 


Curriculum Committee determined that it would be best to 

cede aed one request from one particular department to next year 
ue to the fact that it came in very late. The Committee felt 

thac consultation snould take place with individuals within the 
Faculty regarding the request for a new course on the history of 


video art. 


The proposals contained in Curriculum Report No. 29 have 
been veted by the University Curriculum Coordinating Committee, 
however, the Committee requested that Music 216, Intro to 
Theory/Aural Training be required outside tiie 90 creait 
programme. As a result, entrance level standards and 
continuation standards have been placed on the Agenda tor 
discussion at University Curriculum Committee in the Fall. 


In addition, there is a University regulation which states 
that all Minor programmes must be offered with not less than 24 
credits as a requirement, 


University Curriculum Conmittee has established a new set 
of aeadlines for the submission or curriculum changes. Beginning 
next session, all curriculum changes will be dealt with at 
Faculty Councils during May and at University Senate during 
April. 


(MacKenzie, Gross) "move to accept Faculty Curriculuii 
Report No, 29 tor approval" 


MacKenzie oriefiy outlined the new programme proposals as 
tollows; the Joint Specialization in Playwriting, which is a 
co-operative venture petween the English Department and Theatre 
is peing singled out as tne most interesting proposition coming 
forth from any of the faculties within the present curricutun 
proposals. The second new programme is tne Minor, Women ana che 
Fine Arts, This is an interdiscaplinary Faculty iminor unique in 
tne University and in Canada. 


Landsley asked what portion of che [iinor in Women ana tne 
Fine Arts are studio courses? And, ot the i2 electives, how many 
may be studio courses? He felt that the course outlines belonged 
in the social studies disciplines rather than in the fine arts. 


MacKenzie questioned whetner it was only the studio area 
that was appropriate to the fine arts. There is ooth a 
production and theory aspect to the proposed Minor. The 12 
electives can pe chosen not only rrom tne studio areas but any of 
the other disciplines within the Faculty such as Art History, Art 
Education, etc. 


Landsley asked whether it would be possionile to take the 24 
credit Minor none o£ which would pe in a studio area. MacKenzie 
replied that yes this was so with the exception that Art 32% was 
at least 50% production orientated. 


Sherman asked whether it was usual to build in, within a 
Faculty minor, a required course offered outside the Faculty? 
MacKenzie replied that there have been instances in the past 
where this has occurred. There is no University regulation 
prohibiting such a practice. 


Gross asked tor clarification on the relationsnip between 
the Minor and other Specializations offered within the Faculty. 
MacKenzie noted that there was some consideration given to the 
fact that some students could be displaced to allow places tor 
students within tne interdisplinary minor, however, it was felt 
not <«o be an urgent issue. With respect to advising, Gross 
asked what concern there was apout the possible double-counting 
of courses. MacKenzie assured nim that counselling sheets would 
pe drawn up and would be available to advisors to ensure that no 
Gouble-counting of courses occurred, 


Landsley asked what courses outside the Faculty are 
required within a fine arts programme? MacKenzie replied that 
in theatre a required course is oftered by the Physics Department 
and in the Department of Art Education there is a course oftered 
by Early Childhood Education, 


Landsley asked what the word "personhood" meant? This was 
contained in the course description for Women Studies 291. Waugh 
explained that this referred to the concept of women as "persons" 
as a legal precedent. In the late 1920's the Canadian Supreme 
Court accepted women's legal status and called it "personhood". 


Austin asked for clarification on the relationship oi this 
idinor to the programme in Inter-related Arts. Would it oe 
possible for someone majoring in Inter-related arts to take this 
Minor? MacKenzie felt that there was no regulation that would 
prevent anyone from taking a Major in Inter-related Arts and a 
Minor in Women and the Fine Arts. 


Paikowsky wanted to know who would pe responsibie for tue 
co-ordination of this programme since it was not part of any 
particular Department within the Faculty. MacKenzie replied that 
this co-ordination would take place under the adniinistration of 
the Dean's Office in the same manner as the Inter-related Arts 
programme. 


Andrus noted that in order to complete a ilajor program in Art 
History witn a Minor in Women’ and the Fine Arts students will pe 
required to complete 96 credits necessitating a fourth year of 
study. 


Mackenzie explained tuat cuis was similac to tue alanor in 
Arcueology and ctnat stuaents will oe so advisea dub iay 
counselling. 


Faisetcro requested clarification on quotas for the programme as 
it relatea to timetapie and scneduling. Since FFAR 320 is 
considered as a service course to other Fine Arts programs this 
May require two sections to accommodate oota Minor progran 
gcudgents as well as those taking this course as an elective. 


Mackenzie noted that two sections would indeed oe reyuired 
altnougn this coula vary from year to year depending on tie neeus 
ov students. These quotas will not be fixed put will reflect 
changes and developments within the University. Fine Arts 
stuaents will have priority in cnoosing this |ianor. 


Kelly wanted to go on record as the sole dissentor on the 
Curriculum Committee regarding this iinor, not because or the 
“Minor program out oecause she wanted tne 12 electives speciried 
out o£ a series of courses available from within this Faculty 
ise. the course Women in Fiim, She also was made to unaerstand 
that other Departments within tlie Faculty woulda pring in new 
courses specifically dealing with Women's issues such as_ the 
Department o£ Art History and the studio areas. She does not 
feel that the present curriculum ofters sutticient discourse in 
the area of Women and the Fine Arts witn a Minor conscitutea only 
with two courses in Women's Studies, Drawing 209 and Sculgture. 
She aiso hopes that if and when other courses are initiated 
specifically with women's content that cuey be included witnin 
che Minor Women and the Fine arts. 


ilacKenzie reiterated tnat many courses presently offered witnin 
fine Arts are specitically geareu to individually based studies 
in wnich an instructor can introduce the topic o£ women's content 
as part of the curriculum, She noped that there was enough 
flexibility on the part or instructors thac would accommodace to 
the specific needs of students. 


Sherman noted that tne Departinent or Art Education has naa 
difficulty in the past in securing spaces witnin Art 2u9 tor its 
own students and that ctuis could also ve a proolem for the Minor 
in Women and the Fine Arts. In other words, the quotas for in- 
coming students in Art Education have been controlled sy cue 
numper of spaces made availaple within Art 2600. She noceu tnat 
students from ocher Faculties requiring a space in Act 220 will 
be in competition with those students registered in this Minor. 


MacKenzie believed that there shouia only ve two or three such 
students requesting entry into Art 208 from other tacuities. 


Landlsey asked wnetner or not the request for this Minor was 
premature. He felt tnat vecause it was such an imporcanc new 
area he was afraid tnat if all the issues were not fuliy 
clarified that the program could collapse. He relt that more 
Taculty, other than tnose on the curriculum committee Ssnoula oe 
involved in the discussions, 


iacKenzie noted that to those individuals proposing the programwe 
women's content was not a new issue and that with the exception 
of one Chair every Department nad been consulted with respect to 
this Minor. She felt that the programne would take advantage of a 
very great deal of interesting study and research that already 
exists witnin the Faculty. 


Gross reiterated his support for tne Minor and explained cnat 

he was confident thac the proper allocation of resources would oe 
Made to accommodate the new programme ,without aetrinenc to 
alreaay existing programmes. In additioh be noted tnat inacea 
tnere already were courses being ofrered that have taken into 
consideration the role ot women in contemporary and past 
societies. The Theatre Departmenc has played such shows as 
Caroie Churchill's Top Giris tnat reflects on women's role in 
society and next year the Department intends to play "Pope Joan" 
directed by Maureen White. In addition , Wendy Dawson will 
direct a version of Romeo & Juliet, witi a female cast with cue 
exception orf Romeo, He noted tnat more than halt the students in 
Theatre were women and that the Department was concerned with 
their development, as artists and as human beings. 


Specific questions were addressea to MacKenzie on the paiance ot 
the Report and clarified.

7. University Scholarships Report 


Austin reported that University entrance scholarships naa 
been reduced fron $150,000. to $90,000. making Concordia 
University the second lowest English-speaking University in 
Canada in terms of entrance scnolarships. He felt that wnat was 
needed was a Faculty initiative to estaplish scholarship funds. 
Individual faculty members ana Departments shoula loo«x into 
establishing entrance scholarship monies. 


Austin also noted that a recommendation snould go forward 
to Registrar Services to include a G.P.A- on ali transcripts it 
the G.P.A. was based not only on Faculty courses buc across-the- 
board, Gross requested that Steering Committee look into this 
issue at the peginning of next session.
